“Most  emphatically  yes!”  an- 
swered a representative  of  a 
j group  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity students  who  asserted,

public  are  a flagrant  breach  of 
good  taste 

Mounting  resentment  over  an 
alleged  excessive  amount  of  kis- 
sing at  BYU's  social  functions 
(particularly  at  dances)  has 
been  offensive  to  many  students 
who  “are  ready  to  strike  out  at 
such  practices,”  it  was  reported 
j Tuesday. 

“The  scriptures  tell  us  to 
‘avoid  all  appearances  of  evil,’” 
she  went  on  “Sweet,  wholesome 
| fun  should  characterize  our  dan- 
i ces.  They  should  be  free  from 
| the  slightest  suggestion  of  proru- 
i iscuity. 

Although  kissing  at  dances 
may  not  be  an  immoral  prac- 
tice. the  danger  lies  in  its  sug- 
gestion as  to  what  might  hap- 
pen afterwards,”  said  one  source 
who  wished  to  remain  anony- 
mous. 

Asked  what  group  she  repres- 
ented and  how  they  proposed  to 
curb  the  alleged  practice  she 
answered,  “We  are  not  an  of- 
ficial organization,  but  represent 
a group  of  students  who  have 
banded  together  because  of  a 
common  grievance.  It’s  offen- 
sive to  us  to  see  BYU  students 
kissing  and  wooing  on  the  dance 
floor,  in  the  library  and  at 
other  public  places. 

“We  are  not  being  sancti- 
monious. Although  we  have  been 
accused  of  being  prudes,  we 
feel  something  should  be  done 
about  this  situation.” 

Presently,  no  decision  has 
been  readied  as  to  what  action 
should  be  taken,  but  several 
possibilities  have  been  consid- 
ered. such  as  petitioning  the  stu- 
dent legislature.
